Interesting! As usual, the Navy came up with this idea way ahead of the 
AAF. :-) They had put carrier picket aircraft up with a pair of 
AN/ARC-1s (later AN/ARC-12s) for the same purpose. The Pacific is a lot 
bigger place with nowhere to land, so their development might have had a 
bit more urgency behind it. The first relay box was called an 
AN/ARC-18, but it was replaced before the end of the war by the ARC-28, 
which offered independent operation of the two transceivers and more 
flexibility of channel selection while in flight. The one I have here 
has little more than a couple of relays and a pair of 12SL7s inside it, 
and used AVC detection for the R/T switching. Sez here you had to make 
sure the channels were at least 4MHz apart to avoid feedback. Dunno if 
this is what the AAF used for the -522s, though it's quite likely.

Dave and all.After finding a BC454 in a rubbish bin I engaged in a labour 
of love and removed each one of the multi sectioned caps(C6,C7 etc.).Some 
had Micanite endplates with the edge of the can folded over the edge of the 
endplate,others had a soldered in tinplated endplate.No matter,it is quite 
easy to remove either type,gut the can of the old cap,fit new polyester 
types and reswage/resolder the endplates.Simple?.Well I thought so.Original 
dynamotor(24 volt) had been modded to run on 12 volts by adding another 
brush holder (and brush) at 90 degrees to the normal and swapping one of the 
original field leads to the new brush. B+ about 150 Volts which was 
sufficient for mobile AM band operation which this set had been recoiled 
for.
